GEN. SHERMAN ON MATHEMATICS. 
[From a speech before the Military Service Institu 
tion.] 

Mathematics are pure logic. While we 
are learning arithmetic and algebra\we are 
learning logic in its purest and best form. 
The other day I read an artical in the Cen- 
tury giving us a most intensely interesting 
life of Lincoln. You will find that the au- 
thor refers to the fact that Mr. Lincoln at 
the age of forty, after he had become a lead- 
ing lawyer in Illinois, and was capable of 
discussing the most technical questions of 
law, took up the study of Euclid of his own 
volition. He studied the first six books and 
learned them almost by heart. He never 
had occasion to apply this knowledge in 
building houses. It simply educated his 
own mind. Lincoln sought in the six books 
a clear and comprehensive statement of fact. 
He learned them as a lawyer. It was one of 
the best lessons he ever learned, and he ap- 
plied it, I can assure you, throughout the 
whole of the war. He applied it to millitary 
science and to military questions as they 
arose. He used it in connection with his re- 
markable common sense, or rather his re- 
markable uncommon sense. There are some 
questions in mathematics, which are very 
nearly applied to reason. Now look at the m v 
square. I have thought of it on the field of 
battle. You take a bullet and send it through 
the air at, say, 1600 feet per second. You 
know that it strikes a blow four times as 
hard as though it went 800 feet per second. 
I think mathematics are all important, not 
only to the soldier, but to the Jawyer, the 
merchant, the business man, everywhere in 
fact. The study teaches a man to reason— 
first to ascertain the facts carefully, measure 
their size, dimensions, and force, and thus de- 
duce from mathematical principles the pro- 
bable result. I recognize my obligations to 
Prof. Church and my teachers at West Point 
for my success in 1ife as a soldier. 


TO DISCOVER THE NORTH POLE 


Two Men Set Out From Winnipeg for 
That Purpose. 


Another effort is about to be made to dis- 
cover the north pole, says a Winnipeg 
(Man.) dispatch. Alexander MacArthur, a 
man of some scientific attainments, accom- 
~ by a drug clerk named Young, started 

unday evening for Selkirk with a load ot 
provisions of about 1400 pounds, his destina- 
tion being the north pole. For a long time 
Mr. McArthur has been in commnication 
with the Smithsonian institute at Washing- 
ton and other scientific institutes in the 
United States with a view of making ex- 
plorations in the north seas, and itis Amer- 
ican money that takes him now. In a 
quiet way Mr. McArthur went on perfect- 
ing his arrangements, providing himself 
with complete outfits, including scientific 
instruments, cooking utensils, canvas boat 
weighing twenty-seven pounds, plenty of 
fire-arms, and four years’ ammunition. He 
will make a geological collection, cast maps, 
etc. He will take ponies from Selkirk 
and start across the lakes. At York Fac- 
tory he will provide hjmself with addi- 
tional necessities. He took with him a let- 
ter of credit for $1500 on the Hudson bay 
company, York Factory, and also a large 
supply of trinkets, etc., such as might please 
the natives. From York Factory he expects 
to travel by a dog train.
